The O'Brien ludliruatiou Meetiugr Ends 
>in Loss of Life. 



The Irish Uip Their Handkerchiefs in 
Blood of the Tlctlms as a Fierce 
Onslaagbt. 



(Hpeclal to Tnic Coi.o.nist.I 
DiMii.iN, Sept. 9tli. — During the 
( I'Brieii indignation iiieuting at Mitchell- 
town to-day a collision occurred between 
the police and citizens in winch one man 
waa killed and over 200 were wounded, 
Messrs. Labouchore, Dillon, Brunnor, 
Ellis and Condon nienibors of Parlia- 
ment wore present to address the meeting 
Before Lho speaking had begun a squad of 
twenty police vainly tried to break tho 
iiiiHiLing u[). They attacked the people 
with their batons and a free light ensued, 
ill which the police were worsted. 
They then retired to their barrabks for 
assistance. On their departure Mr. Dillon 
hegaii his siieech but he had not pro- 
ceeded far when the police 
stnuigly re-iiiforced returned to 
the charge, using the butts of their 
rifles. The onslaught was licrce, but 
it was as fiercely met, tho iiiounted farm- 
ers present riding into the fray and going 
into the liglit. After a time llio police 
were again driven liack to 
their b.arrackH into wliid, ^!;.;y 
riitn-ated. Then fri'rv iiuiows and doors 
caiim n vooey iiirccted at a groii|i who 
were watching the fighting from tliu bot- 
tom of the square. John Reardon wtis 
shot dead and two others were wounded 
by tho volley. Oiio of thpse, .John Shin- 
nock, died soon afterwards. Jn 
all, .">4 police and li")0 civilians 
were wounded. It is not known who or- 
dered thom to lire. Imniediatoly aftor 
tho tirui^ Messrs. Labouchero and Dillon 
rushed into the barracks and asken 
that the nien's rities be examined 
in order to determine who Inid 
lirod. Thill was refused. The people 
dipped their handkerchiefs in the blood 
of the victims. Part of Shinnock's skull 
still lies in the market place where he 

fell.

The W S. ( Jovorn- 
nient will h.-ive a larLje bill fiu- daiiiages 
to pay Stn-eral \'icturi,'iN .s \vhuse vessels 
were taken possession of in a highhanded 
manner, and will have to compensate the 
relatives of the late Capt. Ogilvie for his 
death which was brought about by the 
cruelty of the cutter's oiiiecrs. 

THE WOKlD'S WHEAT SUPPLY. 

Mr. J. U. Dodge, stJitistician of the C 
S. department of agriculture, says: — "The 
ofticial record of imports of wheat into 
the United Kingdom fur the fjr.st half of 
the (U-esent year shows a large increase in 
the pro[)ortion fnrnisheil by the L'nitcd 
States — tiS per cent, against 54 ])er I'ent. 
in the first si.\ months of J.S8(i and 1885. 
Counting Hour as wheat, the proportion is 
73.5 per cent, against 60.8 in a similar 
l)eriod of 188(5; and 60.6 in 1885. There 
IS a great n.'dnetion in rectapts from liim- 
sia, a decrease frnni India nf 'Jll pi'r cent, 
as compared with the first, half of l;ist, 
year, and a decrease fmia .\iistnilia. The 
value of wheat from the I'nited States is 
8 cents i)er bushel more than from Inilia 
and 5 cents more than Russian wheut. It 
is higher than that of any non-Em-opean 
country, and yet the (|naiitity fin-niahe<l 
Ik twice as much as that supjilied by all 
other countries. India is the jiriiicipal 
competitor of the United States in the 
world's markets." Present indications 
point to a more than average F'jinopean 
crop. It was late nearly everywhere per- 
haps two weeks on .-ii aveiage at the bu- 
giiniiiig of .hine. Imt in growing condition, 
and its advancement since has been rapiil. 
Russian and Austrian crops especially are 
of line promise. That of Spain is medio- 
cre. In Germany, Fi-anco and England 
rep(jrts are generally fiivor.able. The 
Indian crop will be l.'(),(.K)0,()U() bushels 
loss than the preceding, say L';i8,()()0,()!)() 
busliels. Australasia will produce pro- 
bably 15,(K)0,00() more than in I88r)-(i, or 
37,000,000 bushels. The jiroduct of the 
world on the whole promises to bi' (piiie 
as much as for each of tlie two precinling 
harvests. 

THE ORIE.NTAL (CAPITULATION. 

TliB interview ^vhich ,1 representative 
of The Cou>ni.st had with Air. lOvereti 
Frazar, of New York city, on the sidiject 
of the China steamers touching at \'ic- 
toria or Kscpiinialf on the inwartl and 
outward tri]is to land mails, freight and 
j)a!iseiigers, is in the main sal isfacliu'y. 
More than eighteen months ago the agita- 
tion, which has brought about pleasing 
results, was begun by the B. C. board of 
trade. Itwaskeptulive by the action nf tho 
city coimcil of 1886, in a series of resolu- 
tions (jn the subject. The local legisla- 
ture at its late session unanimously jiassed 
a resolution urging on the I)o- 
minion'and Imperial governments the im- 
portance of inscrliiig in any contract that 
might be made witli the U. P. R. com- 
pany a clause requiring tho China steam- 
ers to constitute Victoria or Esiinimalt 
tho practical terminus of the 
lino. This has at last been 
done. The objections urged to thu call- 
ing of the bunts here have been all shown 
to be untenable. "Increased rates of in- 
surance," "insufliciency of wafei' at fhe 
ilocks," and "se\ itrid hours' detenlion" 
have been proved to be mere iihantasya 
of the brain of the company's local agent 
and town-lot boonmfius on linrrard In- 
let. Until arrangomunts have been com- 
pleted heavy freight destined for Victoriti 
will be carried on to Vancouver and lighi- 
ored buck; but light freight will be landed 
and received at, tlu' I<;s(Hninalt wharf with 
the mails and passengers. It is not |ire- 
tended ■ that the capit\ilai iuu of f ln^ com- 
pany ineutB all tho e.xlingiencie.i of the 
case. No arrangement tliabdous not include 
tiia landing of Victoria and Usqiiimalt

influence and commurceand the j>m- 
tiye which has rested with Vancouver is 
transferred to Eaquinmlt and the outer 
wharf!

It will rieveF do to 
allow the political capital, the centre of 
population, the chief connnercial mart and 
the finest harbor on the Northwest 
coast to play "second fiddle" in tho U. P.

Existing arrangements are so 
defective that the Parthia was f(Uii days 
and tho Abyssinia one day behind time in 
sailing. As :yff.inter approaches fogs 
and storms' will largely ihbreaao the 
liability of those great shijis to detention 
if not disaster while threading thoir way 
through tho intricate channels that lie 
between the island and the mainlantl and 
it will shortly be found cheajier, safer 
antl more expeditious to laiul everything 
and to coal here. It will be the duty of our 
l)ublic and commercial men and of thelocal 
]>aperH to point this out to the company. 
The measure of siiccoas so far reached is 
large; but the agitation cannot cease 
until the last jioint in dispute shall have 
been conceded. The future of the island 
towns seems brighter than over; but none 
should rest on his oars. As eternal vigil- 
ance is the price of libortyi so continual 
agitation is the price of the China steam- 
ship terminus. 

THE BEHBING'S SEA QUESTION. 

l.vrei>lyto the Toronto MiiiUs com- 
ment upon his recent letter to that paper 
on the subject of tho Bchring's Sea ipies- 
ti(m Mr. Henry W. Elliott of the Smith 
soniaii Institute, writes as follows :

" .Sn',~.\bsent from llie city, the sieliuess 
and death of tlie lamented I'rofoHsor Hairil lias 
prevented an earlier ucUnowledtfment of yonr 
courtesy in tho Mail, 4th inst. Permit nie, 
however, to call your attention to tho fact that 
the Adanis-Mlddloton corresnondeiu'e of IS-.'.' i'l, 
which you (|Uote, relates wholly to tlie <Maiin 
then made by liussia to an absiilute Dominion 
of the Nort li'l'aeitic Occiui as far .south as lat. 

, 'I'liis protest of Adams was spei-ilied in dc- 
clariuK its aim. and (livat Hrituin followi'd in 
the same line ; t hen t lie t real ies of ISlM with 
the I ■niled .Stales and iJiLVi with (hi'ul liritaiii 
settled the coiilrovei-sy and deflneci the I'acitle 
C)cean in eonsenucnee. 

" It is pure inforenco, far from tho fact, 
when Ilebnnic's Sea is called Into question as 
tieiuK' iiieliideil in lhatiirotost which you cite. 
ICven if sueh a iirolest had been made m 18'-''i-'24 
then tlie treaties of IS'Jl and 1825 show that both 
tho I'nited .Stales and tireat Britain surrender- 
ed Ibat claim wliirli you ile(dare t lie.\' made ! 
Tlie facts in smdi a discussion as llii.- iiiii' 
sliould not be obscured - 1 liuy rajuuil be in 1 he 
lony; run ; but, naturally, upiniiins as to what 
those facta warrant will vary tbal iaiiievit 
able. 

" Yours, etc.. 

"IIK.NUV W. Elliott." 
The journal to which the letter is ad- 
dressed proceeds to say that Mr. Elliott's 
contention, ,as understood from his letters, 
is that the protest of 1822 wti.s against 
Rti.ssia's claim to exclusive sovereignty 
over a portioti of the North Pacific (Jcean, 
.•IS distinguished from the Bohring's Sea ; 
iind that the right and title to donnnion 
over the latter was never i|UestioiHHl by 
any power on earth while it was claimed 
by Russia. It appears to us that ulticial 
documents, as we have [iroviously st.ited, 
clearly prove the contrary, and that with 
all due respect to Mr. Elliott's opinion, 
there is no necessity for interference in 
the matter. The Rus.siiui Imperial Pkase 
of .September, 1821, regulated commerce, 
whaling and fishing along the eastern 
coast wf Siberia, the north-western coast 
of North America and the .Mentian and 
other islands, and prohibited all foreign 
vessels from landing on the coast 
and islands belonging to Russia, 
or approaching them within less 
than 100 Italian miles. It wtis 
against this claim that Mr. .bdin (.^luincy 
.\dams protested, and on February 20. 
1822, M. Poletica, the Russian minister 
at Washington, said in a dispatch: "The 
e.xtent of sea of which these possessions 
form tho limits comprehends all tho con- 
ditions which are ordinarily att.Hohfd to 
closed seas (/;o:;s j\;nHi;rs), vie." This is 
plain enough evidence that the claim 
against which INIr. .\dama had protested 
was to sovereignty over the liebring's 
Sea. Piijof of tlie fact also that when 
Ivussia spoke of the "Pacific Ocean" she 
included the Heliring's Sea is founil in the 
following woriU in M. I'oleliea's (Ii3|i,-Uch: 
"The Russifin jiossessions in the I'acific 
(Jcean extend on the northwest coast of 
America from Behring's Strait to the 
fifty-first degree of north latitude, and on 
the o|)posite side of .Asia to the islands iid- 
jacent from the same strait to the forty- 
fifth degree." The words "Pacific Ocean," 
therefore, in the treaties of 1824 and 
1825 can only be interpreted as including 
tho Behring's Sea, and Mr. Elliott's con 
tention thus falls to the ground. In ad 
dition his attention is called to the an 
swer made in 1872 by the secretary of the 
treasury, Mr. Houtwell, to a i-ei|uest that 
a revenue cuttei- should be sent to prevent 
Australian and Hawaiian vessels from 
tiiking seals on their annual migi.it ion tn 
the Islands of St. Paul and St. ( ieiuge. 
Mr. Boutwell docluied to grant the re 
ipiest, and said: "In additi(»n, I <lo not 
sen that the ( 'nited States would have 
j III isdiction or power to dri\ e ofl' [jart.ies 
going up there for th.it purpose unless 
tlioy made such attem|)ts within a marine 
leagm; of the shore. '' .Moreos er, Mr. Hl- 
liott 's al t eiit ion is directed to the follow- 
ing views oil the subject, expressed by 
the Hinoklyn liitiilr hist year: "Unless 
we are griwitly in error thiu'e are copies 
of dispatches on the files of the slate de- 
partment, written prior to 1867, in which 
tho Russian claim is distinctly repudiated 
and denied.' Circumstances may have 
changed since then as to our attitude to- 
ward the subject, but the principle has 
not. .\iid we diaibl, greatly whether the 
I'nited Stales would ever have admit feil 
such a claim if made by another nat ion. 
What would be said, for instance, if the 
British undertook to prevent an American 
whaler from entering Hudson's Bay or 
traversing the western half of that .-irni 
of the Atlmtie Ocean which leads to it / 
Maritime law and international I he 
same whether on the .Atlantic or the I'a- 
cilic, and there is certainly sonii'tliing 
grotesque in tho sight of hundreds of 
American fishermen hover ng on the Can 
adian Atlantic coast, just beyond the 
three-mile limit, and claiming to enter 
all bays more .han three miles wide al. 
tho mouth and fish ; while on the Paeitic 
Canadian vessels are cajitured three hun- 
dred miles from tho mainland, and I In,' 
claim is made that a bay more than one 
thousand miles wide at the mouth sli ill 
be a closed sea to tluuii." If anything 
else were wanting to show the weakiuiss 
of this claim it is tho fact that the I niled 
States government is so reluctanl; to \>ui 
it in black and white^ 'and to make known 
its arguments to support it. Tho sui/.- 
tirt's have beeni continued, it is true, in 
the face of Mr. Bayard's assuiance that 
all fiiieii proceeding would cease pending 
the .settlement of tho coiitrover.sy ; buf, 
every ell'ort of the British government for 
a year ])ast to obtttin an oliioial stutumeiit

In the island of Formptsa nature herself 
haa formed a fortified lioine for blood- 
thirsty criminals. Formosa is an island 
about ninety tailes off tlw (-oast of ( fiina, 
from which country it is st'paratcil Ijy tht; 
channel of Folkcn. It was unknown to 
the (!liiiic(4e until the year I-KC!, and in 
WM the Dutch ostalilislu'il u si'ttli'mi-nt 
thore, but after twent y-ciglit years of 
peaceful residence they were expelled Ijy 
the famous rebel C'oxin^'a, whose sui'ces- 
sors ruled the island until ItiS:!, when the 
Chinese took full i)iisses.sioii. Then the 
population was fnnii two to three million ; 
now it ha.s dwindled down to a little more 
than one hundred and ninety thou.sand. 
Although only two hundred ..and fifty 
miles long and eighty miles. in brea( it h. 
nothing is known — by civilized beimrs 
of the inteuor portion, for it is inclosed l iy 
an enoj-mouB ivolcanid: raiige, and it iV 
within' this that 'aH'the aljoiij;iiies now 
herd together. These natives have a 
slender form, olive coiii])lexion and lo;i)j 
hair, and they blacken their teeth. They 
have no written hinK'na<,'e, ami tlu'ir 
relifiion is confined to a sui)ei-stitous be- 
lief in denion.s anil .soreereis. 

It is no wonder then th.it they are 
easily governerned by some of the "more 
advanced descendaiits of the rebel 
Coxinga, many of whom have taken u|> 
their abode with' them; aiid a wild and 
desperate life they lead. They take ad- 
vantage of the asvlum ofl'ered by this1>eit 
of country to make organized e.xpeditionf 
therefrom for purposes of pilla^'e, anil 
even ^o so far as to jurauKe delensivi 
o])erations against the dwellers on the 
seaeoast as a iiretext lor the levyint; 
money. iNloi-e tliau one thousand cas s 
of murder are commitleil bytlie.se penple 
every year, • and the Chinese authorities 
are completely set at defiance. 

The Sjipjintainous arid, wild'liatnro of 
thetractof country, and the laiye numbers 
to be dealt with preclude allsuccess of 
the Chinese soldiers a^iainst them. The 
brij^aiids knnw every looplinle, ami can 
get oulsiile, \vherea.s the utlieis are unjible 
to find their way in. The pulley of the 

C resent xuvi'iiior of Formosa .seems to 
e to draw all the natives oiilsidi- ami 
away from Ibeii- a.H.aociates. 'I'liis ]ilaii 
has partly succeeded, but there are still 
at IciLst one hmidred thousand natives 
leagued with bri^;an(W, and nature's lofty 
volcanic walls still remain a l()rtres,s im- 
possible to .stei ui, but easily held by these 
red-handed desperadoes.

Sennieii'N Shipping Act. 

The following is an extract from the 
Sciimen's Shipping Act, Revised Sttitutos 
of Canada: 

87. Every person found loitering near 
any ".hip, and not giving a satisfactory iui 
count of his business tlieie, shall on sum- 
iiKiry convicl ion, be liable to ;i penalty 
not exceeding one hundred dollars and 
not less lliiiu lifty dollars, and In ini- 
jirisoninent, with hard labor, for a term 
not exceeding twelve months and not less 
than three months, if such person is un- 
armed at the time he is so found loitering ; 
iuid every person found loitering near iiny 
ship ami not giving a .Siitisfin tory iiecount 
of himself, and being :it the time iirmed 
with or carrying :iboul bis |iersiui iiny 
pistol, gun or other lire;irm or oll'eiisivo 
weapon, shall, on summary conviction, he 
liable to imprisonment for a term not ex- 
ceeding three years and not less than two 
yeara. 3(5 V", c, 12!>, s. 87 ;— 45 V., c 
33, s. 2, iiiiri.

FROM KOOTENAY DISTRICT. 

Hotiirii of .1. T. GalbrAlth- Arrest of Kapla 
and Isidure Jr— Progress of the Mines— 
Au Vupleaiant Eiperlenee— Tbe 
Seattle Uanoelita. 

Mr. Jolm T Galbraith, who has been 
in Kootenay for the past four weeks, re- 
turned hist night. To a representative of 
TiiK CoLO.NixT, he stated that Chief Isa- 
doro had handed in tho Indians Kapla 
and Isidore, .Jr., charged with murder. 
They are now detained by Major Steele 
ut Galbraith 's ferry, which has been re- 
named Fort Steele in honor of the gfil- 
lant Major. The prisoners have been 
remanded for tho present until further 
evidence ia secured, several witnesses be- 
ing also detained. 

Kootenay mhiing matters are in good 
shape. The hydraulic company at Fiiilav 
Creek, managed by Col. Jas. Brady, will 
commence jpiping their claim in a few- 
days, and the evidences are that rich re- 
turns will bo secured. At Porry Creek 
the company sinking there Imvo got 
through the stone which had previously 
interfered with successful mining, and 
will soon roach bed-rock, whore it is con- 
fidently predicted there will be found 
large quantities of gold. A rich silver 
strike has been nitido at the outlet of 
Kootenay rivor. Tho ledge is said to be 
largo and assays 700 ounces to the ton. 
At Spalliimcheen the work of develop- 
ment is still going on with satisfiictory re- 
sults. Altogeblier the Hiiiiing outlouk in 
the district is most cheerful. 

Col. Baker, M. P. P., was to have left 
Ciolden in a few days for the east in the 
interests of the owners of the large coal 
deiiosits recently discovered in the Crow's 
Nest ])a3s. 

.Judge Vowell has retunied to Donald, 
pressing business demanding his }>resunce 

at tliiit point. 

It is expected that Major Sloelo will 
visit N'ictoriii during the coming niontli, 
and that the mounted police \\-ill bo stii- 
tioned in the district during tho winter. 

Mr. Galbraith liiid a raJier unploasunt 
experience on the way out, with a pivcker 
he canoed through tho lake and down the 
I'ppor Columbia river to the point where 
the steamer Duchess Wiis to lake liiin 
iiboard. Hero ho was left and bis coni- 
pjinion returned. It was exi)ectod that 
.ludgo N'owoU and Col. Baker would bo 
due in the course of a couple of hoiu'H, 
but the day wore on and night came iind 
Mr. Galbraith saw nothing but for him to 
put in the night witlioutsup])er and minii.t 
il bliiuket to protect himsolf from the 
cold. Freight is landed at this point for 
the packers, and searching armiiid a few 
half-boiled white beans wore discovered. 
He ato some of the«o and they only had 
the cU'ect of imikiiig him. ill.

Morning came and fiu' breakfast ho had 
the grounds found in * cotl'eo pot, which 
were boiled over. It was not until late in 
the afternoon tliid . I ndge VowoU's canoe 
loomed u]), but lu> had no food with liini. 
liotting in they rowed ten mile.s down the 
river until the Duchess Wiis met iind they 
wore taken aboard. .Some food was juo- 
cured, but Mr. (i. could eat but little iind 
has only now recovored from the effects of 
his forced fast. 

The Seattle canoeists were met at Fort 
Steele and Judge Haines and Dr. Miner, 
with their party, were hospitably onter- 
lained by the residents, Tliey were iid- 
vised not to try ii trip down the Colum- 
bia without il eoni|)eteut guide, iind on 
.Mr. Giilbiiiith's suggestion, the jiarty of 
six took a trij) down the Kootenay river 
and over to Kootenay lake, and then up 
to Revel8t<jke, where they would await 
the ;irriviil of (lie lidies of the piirty, who 
were visiting Miintf. .-Vs only a couple of 
porUigos vToilId have to be niiiile, they 
would have a splendid trip. The Soattle- 
iles were much impressed with the won- 
derful resources of Kootenay and tho 
liospitjility of its people, and will, no 
doubt, long treasure the recollections of 
their visit. ,

that he had sold them to Oorfield.
